“Bach member of the medical pro-
fession, ench county medleal soclety,
ench state medical soclety, should take
an active part In the propaganda
ngninst drink and secure national pro-
hibition not years from now, but now,
when It is so bndly needed and will
atcomplish so much good not only for
our boys in khnkl and in blue but for
the nation In nrms,

“There ean be no doubt of the In-
jurlons effects of alcoholic drinks on

both the physienl and mental well-be- |
There can be |

Ing of our population.
no doubt that the greatest single factor
we can control In the Interests of the
publle health of the natlon would be
the ellminntion of aleohalle drink,

“T want to pleand for the united ae-
tlon of the arganized medienl profes-
glon of this country Lo secure protec
tion by law ngninst the injury that
drink I8 doing to our people, not a8 n
politieal jueasure, but as the most Im-
portant health measure that could be
gecured. In this erisis, when we and

our allles are fighting not only for our- |

gelves but niso for humanity and clv-
flizotlon, we must organize the entire

natlon In the most efliclent way pos- |

slble, and thig ennnot be done without
eliminating drink.”

The nddress of Doctor Bevan was so
enthusinstically applanded as to leave
no doubt of the approval of the three
or four thousands of physicinos and
thelr friends in the nudience.

Abram went Into Egypt becanse of o

famine. No doubt the famine was sent
In Judgment for the sins of the people,
but nlso for Abrum's sake. He needed
the graces of his heart developed, He
needed to be taught the wepkness of
his own heart, and the faithfulness of
o,
Ised exemption from trinds, but groce
| suficlent to endure them, Abram
fnlledd, In the midst of his trinls he
went off to Egypt without God's direc
tlon, whoere he got Into trouble. To
take one's own wny nlways brings him
Into trouble. Ils expedient

| his life was unworthy of Abram,. Ie

I8 much better to dle than to e

Abrnm by prevariention deceived the
king, but ns soon as the truth wak
| known he was thrust out. ‘Thoogh
Abram hnd strayed from the path-
way of falth, he hnd the good sense
te go "unto the plice where his tent
had been In the beginning, where the
altar wos.” This showed thut he was
willing to eonfess his mistake, and he-
gin lfe over agnin. This Egypt expe-
rience was o loss spiritunlly to Abram,
though he beeame rich there. Incrense
of rlches s no sign that 4 mwan Is o
fellowship with God,

I, Abram and Lot Separate (vv. i
11).

The goods of both Abram and Lot
greatly Inereased, When they attemp-
ed to settle down, trouble nrose be-
tween thelr herdsmen, This is the first
record of trouble Dbetween relatives
over financial matters, Riches often
interfere with friendship, They kindle
Jenlousy and strife between men. They
engender greed and selfishness n moen,
Miuny times members of the knme fam-

Ity nre estranged from ench other
through strife for wealth, For the
chosen of God thus to quarrel Is utter

folly and eriminal, especinlly when the
enemy of the Lord’s people looks on
“The Cannanite and the Perizzite
dwelt then In the land™ (v. 7). It
bad enough for God's chilldren to quars
rel, but to do so In the presence of the
world which delights therein is greatly
to sln.  Abram'’s behavior 1s a fine ox
ample of the art of living together
peaceably.” The disgraceful situntlon
wns relleved by a generous propoxition
from Abram. Lot was allowed bis
cholee. Separation Is sometlmes nec
essary, Though he owed nll to Abrain,
hs selflsh heart caused him to grasp
for the best. Lot's nctlon shows that
his stay In Egypt was rulnous to him.
Perhaps he chose the plalns of the
Jordan becnuse of their resemblance
to Egypt. One ennnot go Into Egypt
without being affected by It. This was
n fatal cholee for Lot. The motive
netunting him was worldly advantage,
Though he for awhile prospered, It
‘ wnd an- expensive undertaking for him,
| Lot with all his goods was taken awny
when the confedernte kings came
ngainst Sodom. He I8 an exaomple of
| one saved so as by fire (1 Cor, 3:11-15).
He met his affections upon earthly
things, and the time came when he

| had to separate from them, The world

| nnd Its lusts pass awny, but he that
doeth the will of God abldeth forever
(I John 2:1517). Lod wans not wholly
corrupt; he was n man who allowtd
the world to get the better of him
Onee his money and his family were
in Sodom he simply endured the wick-
vdness, longing to escape from it (11
| Peter 2:0-8),

111, Abram Delivers Lot (Genesis
14:14-10).

Though Lot's trouble was the result
of his selfish cholee, Abram's magnanims
ity of soul expressed Itself, taking op
nwrms to dellver him from the oppres-
gor, Thix wns hecause Abram wns a
man of fulth, Falth trusts God and
fights for the right.

While Lot suffered from his evil
cholee, Abram wns greatly prospered.
He grew vieh in temporal things, while
| nt the same time he was rieh toward
| God, It were much better to have God
| nod o poor plece of land, than s vich
I plece of land without God, When Lot
wns Involved In the ruln of his sad
cholee Abram had the power to deliver
him, Abram's whole life shows that
those wha make obedience to God first

Christ asked thls question of s
diseiples ages ago, and he I8 still ask-

tion today.

Not only ls
Christ asking this
question, but men

race like the rest
of us, or some-
thing more?' It
Is the challenging
qaestlon  of the
ages,  nnd
npon us to deter
mine what rank
Chrlst holds In the berarehy of helngs,
There are those wha try to make us
believe that Christ Is 0 mere man,
nnd polhing more ; but we are not per-
suaded that they huve answered the
| quostion correctly. We rendily admit
| the humanlty of Clrist, It Is rorely
| ever challenged today. In faet, the
tendency of the age is townrds the bu-
manizing of Chrigt altogether. DBut
after we have admitted that Christ 18
a man, there Is that about him which
tells us that we have not fully an-
, swerad his  questlon,
It wns Napoleon Bonaporte who
sald: *I know men, and I tell you
that Jesus Christ Is no mere man”
, Thut Is Just it; we, too, know men,
and, because we do, we know that
Jesus Christ 1s no mere man,  Every-
one agrees that Jesus Christ is the
one sinless personallty of the race.
Twenty centurles of hostile eriticism
have not found a flaw in his character,
It 18 as stainless and spotless as ever.
Of what mere man can you say that?
There has never a man lived whose
character could stand the white light
of criticlsm ns has the character of
Christ.
And Ws character 1s no figment of
the fancy. It Is not the product of

the Imagination of a few lmlmrrn--il'

fishermen., As Theodore P'arker snys:
“Shall we be told sush 0 man neves
lived? His whole story 18 n lle? Sup-
pose that Plato and Newton never

Uved? But who did thelr works, and
thought thelr thounghts?
